THE CRUSHED STONE CONTRACT 


Some ol tbe Thins;* Tbatnr Midge l» 


Called IIpou to Perfvrm 


As there is considerable talk just now 
| about the crashed stone contract awarded 
to Kieozi Kidge by tbe city Ust week, a 
HKRAI.P representative to lay got a peep 
at a copy of tbe contract. 


It obliges Mr. Ridge to furnish the c ty 


with (ire hundred tons of crushed stone 
per year at SI 30 per ton delivered o» 
the streets of the city wherever the alder- 
n anic committee on streets designate. Mi. 
Ridge must deliver the stone in two horse 
carts having a capacity of three tons each 
and tbe tires on tie rear wheels of these 
u,irts must ba six inches in width 
If tba 


city wishes to termmata the oon ract at 
tbe eod of five y*-ars it can do so by tak- 
ng twenty-five hundred tons in ilia sixth 
;eir and Mr. Ridge must deliver itwhere- 
ever the alderuaanie comimtt-e on streets 
desire. This crushed stone must be a'l 
rap rock, which is the hardest stone u»ed, 
and most be thoroughly screened, and is 
tj be measured as to its weight by some 
>erson unrually agreed upon by tbe ei y 
and Mr. Ridge. 


Mr Ridge is oh1 g-)d to furnish bis own 


edges but tbe city may allow him to use 
K\ty lodges if it desires, there is no obligu- 
iou bovever ou the part of tbe city to 
urnisli l.irr. wuh ledges. 


L-tat year the city bought 2300 tons of 


rushed utoue from Salem at $1 40 per 
un delivered on the cars here. 
The city 


was obliged t» haul tt.e stone to tbe 
trects at a minimum cost of thirty ce ts 


>er tun making a cost of the stone $1 70 


>er ton, the city also used about six hun- 
,red toua of crush d ttoue addition it last 
ear making 2900 tons in all. This 
•uoimt makes an annual purchase of 500 
ons look rather smaller than it would 
uem at first sight. 500 tons of cru-hed 
tone nuk-s but one fourth of a mile of 
macadamized street tbe macadam being 
ix iuches drep.

New York. March 14.—No. 103 Bowery 


\vas one of the best known lodging houses 
on that thoroughfare. It was called the 
Bowery Mission lodpinR house and was 
conducted by The Christian Herald. In 
the basement there was a cheap restaur- 
ant, while on the ground lloor gospel 
Sfi'Mces wiTe held daily for 
several 


years. The four up^er floors had ac- 
commodations for 150 males. 


Saturday night almost every bed was 


occupied. At 1 UO Sunday morning: one 
of the lodgers discovered flames coming 
from u wash room on the third floor, but 
be-fore he had time to alarm the house 
the fire was noticed from the street. By 
this time the Humes had eaten their way 
to the top of the building and 
were 


bursting through the roof. 


When the alarm was given and the In- 


mates aroUbed a wild scene of excite- 
ment ensued. Many of the lodgers be- 
came panic stricken. They rushed into 
the hallways and fell over each other In 
their efforts to reach the street. Those 
on the lower floors got to the street safe- 
ly by the stairways, while those on the 
upper lloors groped their way through 
the blinding: smoke to the metal escapes 
in front of the building. Thp majority 
of th'-m only saved portions of their 
clothing. Those who made their way 
to the street by the escapes were super- 
ficially burned by the excessive heat of 
the iron ladders, which in many places 
had bee ome red hot from the 
flames 


within. 


In the meantime three alarms of fire 


had been sent in. and in a few minutes 
the Hr»in>-i> v> ere busy deluging the build- 
ing'. They «ui c-reiied in keeping the fire 
within the limits of the three upper 
stories. A laige detail of police was 
quickly mi the scene, and the reserve* 
were called from 
14 precincts. This 


force of ofllcers had difficult work to 
keep the vast crowd in check, as well as 
helping to rescue the unfortunate lodg- 
ers. 
Many of the Injured were cared for 


by people In the vicinity and about 50 of 
them were accommodated at the Kverctt 
street police station. Several 
of the 


most destitute were wrought to the sta- 
tion house lit patrol wa""p.-- and on th.-ii 
arrival there were partially clothed by 
members of the force and kind hearted 
neighbors. 


Alter the fire had been extinguished 


fnirHciently the work of si-arc-hing for the 
victims was begun. Several bodies were 
found near the windows on the two up- 
per llooi-H where they hud been stricken 
down while attempting to make their 
way to the escapes. 
So many bodies 


wi-iv found in the early stages of the 
search that it was estimated that over 
40 persons must have been killed. How- 
ever, the otlicers over-estimated the loss 
of life, and 11 bodies In all were found 
Some of these were discovered in the 
small rooms they had occupied, while 
others were found in the hallways and 
on the stairs of the fourth and 
lifth 


floors. All of them were naked, and most 
of them were burned and charred beyond 
recognition. It is thought by the police 
that only one of these bodies will be 
identified. It was found ir. a room on 
the fifth Moor. In the same room there 
was a satchel, and it is thought that its 
contents mvty lead to the identification 
of the owner. 


Manager Sardison of The Christian 


Herald, who had direct charge of the 
mission and the lodging house, called at 
the Kldridge street station later and told 
the ofilcer in charge that he would bury 
the dead. The loss on the building by- 
lire Is estimated at $7000and-the contents 
are damaged to the extent of $5000 more 
The loss is covered by insurance. 


John N. Wyburn, the superintendent, 


said: "When I arrived at the scene of 
the fire the firemen had it under control 
and the police were removing the dead 
bodies. I started in at once to ascertain 
the cause and the exact place where the 
fire started. I found to my satisfaction 
that it originated in the lavatory on the 
third tloor. and was probably caused by 
a lighted cigaret thrown carelessly In 
a lot of papers. Tt is strictly against the 
rules of the house to smoke In the build- 
ing, but it is known to be the habit of 
many of the lodgers to do so, and on 
account of this the night clerk is sup- 
posed to inspect the lavatory every hour. 
There were 165 names on the register. 
Two-thirds of them were sleeping; on the 
third Hoor and fifth floor. Nine of the 
bodies were found lying In the beds, and 
it is supposed that some of the men never 
woke from their sleep."
